REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments that the wollastonite of the instant invention is not used for 

its conventional properties as a filler are persuasive to the extent that the rejection over 
U.S. 5,013,786 and U.S. 6,211,266 has been withdrawn. Applicant's specification 
establishes that when the number average length, the number average diameter and 
the average aspect of the wollastonite are not within the specified range of this 
invention, a molded product having superior strength and sliding characteristics and low 
warpage cannot be provided. The present claims are therefore deemed allowable over 
the prior art of record in that said art neither discloses nor recognizes criticality for said 
size limitations.
